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(57) Abstract: Compositions which comprise delivery vehicles having stably associated therewith predetennined, patient-specific 
combinations of two or more agents, such as antineoplastic agents, are useful in achieving optimal therapeutic effects on a patient-by- 
patient basis when combinations of drugs are administered. 
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
